Students from ten Canadian Uni- 
versities, ranging from Dalhousic 
In Halifax to U.D.C. in Vancouver. 
Will converge on the McGill Union 
for the second National Conven- 
tion of the CCUF. Taking place 
from Dec. 20-31. the conference 
will be highlighted by the Con- 
vention Banquet of December 30. 
at which M. J. Coldwell will ad- 
dress the delegates and local CCF 
students. Among the many other 
CCF leaders visiting Montreal for 
the Convention will be David 
Lewis. CCF National Secretary, 
and Mary Gilchrist of I he CCF 
Youth Movement. A special frater- 
nal delegate is coming from south 
of the border to represent the 
American Student League for In- 
dustrial Democracy. 

For three days the McGill CCF 
Club will play host to delegates 
from similar campus groups across 
Canada, to compare their club ac- 
tivities of the past year, and to for- 
mulate an overall policy for the 
Co-operative Commonwealth Uni- 
versity Federation in 10-18- It Is 
hoped to arrange for CCF students 
everywhere to participate in a co- 
ordinated research programme, 
similar to that of the Fabian So- 
ciety in Great Britain. 

The CCUF was first constituted 
*t an informal conference of East- 
ern Canadian Universities, held in 
March. 1946. 

The aims of these CCUF groups 
were formally expressed last 
Christmas, when the first National 
Convention was held in Toronto; 
and since then the CCUF has con- 
tinued to grow. 

It will be possible for interested 
McGill- students to attend the Con- 
vention proceedings. Those who 
wish can hear Mr. Coldwell at the 
banquet, by purchasing tîckcLs 
from the CCF Club Executive.

"Occupations of Montreal's Negro 
population" will be the subject of 
an address to be delivered today by- 
Mr. H. Potter of the Department 
of Sociology of Sir George Wil- 
liams College To the McGill So- 
ciological and Anthropological So- 
ciety at 1 p.m. in Room 49 of the 
Arts Building. 

Mr. Potter was a"|>pointed to the 
staff of Sir George Williams Col- 
lege's Department of Sociology 
after graduate study and an asslst- 
nntship in the Sociology Depart- 
ment at McGill." In his graduate 
studies at McGill Mr. Potter con- 
ducted extensive research into the 
problem of occupation distribution 

among the Negro population of 
Montreal. ' ■'....' 

At the society meeting today Mr. 
Potter will give a detailed analysis 
of the various factors that are in- 
strumental in determining the oc- 
cupational opportunities for the 
Montreal Negro. 

It ' was stated that Mr. Potter's 
address, following closely- the re- 
cent talk by Mr. Horace Cayton, 
co-author of 'Black Metropolis,' a 
study of race relations in Chicago, 
would provide an opportunity for 
comparison between the Negro 
occupational situation of this city 
and that of Chicago.

These men 
have all given proof of their abil- 
ity in the past years and have ris- 
en to positions of responsibility in 
campus affairs. 

Clair Buckley is a Physical Ed- 
ucation student who has been 
prominent in his Undergraduate 
Society. He was class president in 
his first and second years, and is 
now Vice-President of the Phys. 
Ed. Undergraduate Society. In ad- 
dition to his work on the campus, 
Clair is a director of the North 
Branch Y.M.C.A. 

Warren Chippendale was recent- 
ly elected member-at-large pf the 
Students' Athletics Council and is 
a member of this year's Senior 
Intercollegiate hockey team. Gilles 
Gagnon is another member of the 
S.A.C. in the post of wrestling man- 
ager. He was a member of the 
Scarlet Key last year and is a stu- 
dent of Architecture at McGill. 

Debaters, Hockey Players 
Jack Gclineau and Murray Hayes 
arc two students of McGill who 
have built up enviable reputations 
for themselves in the world of 
sports. Gclineau has been goalcr for 
the McGill hockey team for the 
past three years, and before coming 
to McGill played with the Junior 
Canadiens, and with various Air 
Force teams. Murray Hayes, flashy 
backficldcr with this and pecvious 
years' football Rcdmen, won all- 
star Intercollegiate rating this year, 
again. Murray was also a member 
of the Grey Cup championship 
team, while serving in the Senior 
Service during the war as an offi- 
cer. He has also been president of 
his class in Commerce, and last year 
was secretary of the Union. He also 
plays golf and hockey, and skis in 
his spare time. 

One of McGlll's most prominent 
debaters. Isadore Roscnfcld was 
last year President of the McGill 
Debating Society. He is a holder 
of the Gold Key. McGill's highest 
award for debating, and has par- 
ticipated in debates in many col- 
leges here and in the States. John 
Skclton, Chairman of the projected 
Winter Carnival, holds one of the 
biggest and most important posts 
on the campus. The size and scope 
of .the Carnival require of its chair- 
man the highest degree of compe- 
tence, and his appointment is a 
tribute to his abilities. 



A Canadian University Press sur- 
vey has been conducted to deter- 
mine how many students wish to 
go to the United States on gradu- 
ating. 

The question was asked "Do you 
intend to go to the United States 
on graduation to seek work pcr- 
montly?" Only 17 per cent of those 
quizzed answered a definite yes, 24 
per cent were undecided and 549 
per cent jald no. 

The main reason given for wish- 
ing to remain in Canada was Can- 
ada's need for educated men and 
women. Many veterans felt in- 
debted to DVA and the govern- 
ment for their education and felt 
that their duty was to remain in 
Canada. Several gave as their rea- 
son that they simply did not like 
the so-called American way of life. 
They preferred the standard of 
living in Canada and felt that this 
meant more than higher wages 
south of the border. Most with this 
opinion were women. A few de- 
clared that there were just as many 
opportunities in Canada and a 
great many expressed to desire to 
participate in the building of their 
country. 

Of those wishing to go to the 
United States permanently, the 
main reasons were greater oppor- 
tunities, higher salaries, wider 
scope, and a good chance of ad- 
vancement. Many students want to 



do post graduate work In the 
United States and then return to 
Canada permanently. 

Medical and science students 
figured high on the list of those 
wishing to emigrate. It was greatly 
conceded that scientific and medi- 
cal research in the United States 
is far above ours. However, even 
among these students, many ex- 
pressed a desire to study in the 
Slates and then return to Canada 
with their knowledge. 

The lowest percentage of those 
wishing to emigrate was held by 
Carlcton College, in our nation's 
capital, with only about nine per 
cent of its graduates desiring to go 
to the States. The University of 
Manitoba ran a close second— a pos- 
sible indication that Canada's west 
is not impressed by its wealthier 
neighbour. The highest percentage 
of those planning to cross the bor- 
der came from Western University 
in London, the centre of one of the 
wealthiest sections of Canada. 

The maritime provinces and Que- 
bec had a low percentage wishing 
to leave Canada or in fact wishing 
to leave their own province. At the 
University of New Brunswick many 
students wanted to sec the Mari- 
times grow and to help in such 
progress.

have reached the stage where it 
has become necessary to ascertain 
some definite idea as to the pos- 
sible number of students at McGill 
who would be interested in parti- 
cipating in such a scheme. This in- 
formation must be passed along to 
the other universities taking part. 



On Friday next, December 19th, 
at 8:30 p.m., the Junior League of 
Montreal is sponsoring a hockey 
game between McGill and Harvard 
University, in the Montreal Forum. 
The proceeds from the game will go 
to further the work of the Junior 
League of Montreal. 

Of the many community projects 
of this organization, perhaps the 
most outstanding is St. Andrew's 
Youth Centre at 1520 St. Mark 
street. Here children between the 
ages of eight and eighteen flock for 
educational and recreational activi- 
ties ranging from handicrafts to 
dancing, photography to basketball. 
The Youth Centre is partially fin- 
anced by the League to the extent 
of $9,000 this year. It is adminis- 
tered by an outside board consisting 
of interested citizens and League 
members. League volunteers make 
up the majority of the working staff 
which is directed by a professional 
social worker. 

The oldest of the Junior League's 
projects and as equally important 
as the Youth Centre, is the Wel- 
fare Camp for Girls from the ages 
of eight to 16. It is situated at St. 
Sauveur. Last year the cost of run- 
ning the camp came to $7,000. For 
$10 the campers are given three 
weeks of country life. The re- 
venue from the campers' fees 
amounts to less than one-third of 
the cost of operating the camp. 

As well as the two major projects 
described, the League supplies 



volunteers to the Children's Mem- 
orial Hospital in the Hacmatology, 
Social Service and Occupational 
Therapy departments ,the Speech 
Clinic, and in the wards. Many of 
the members spend time in reading 
to the blind, working as nurses' 
aides in the Royal Victoria Hospi- 
tal, and giving library assistance 
at the YWCA. The League's latest 
prpject is a scries . of Saturday 
morning radio programs, entitled 
"Books Bring Adventure," designed 
to encourage children of school age 
to read better literature. 

The League has two ways of rais- 
ing money to finance these projects. 
The first, the Superfluity Shop, 
sells clothing and household fur- 
niture donated by the League mem- 
bers on a compulsory quota. The 
second method is an annual money 
raising scheme, which, this year, is 
taking the form of sponsoring the 
McGill-Harvard hockey match. The 
League needs the support of the 
student body to make this year's 
money raising plan a success. There 
will be a dance in the gymnasium 
after the game. 



Reconstruct'n 
Is Discussed 
By Dr. James 



Dr. F. Cyril James, Principal of 
McGill, spoke on "Twenty-five 
Years of Reconstruction" at last 
night's joint meeting of the McGill- 
R.V.C. Historical Societies in the 
R.V.C. Common Room. A question 
forum followed Dr. James' add- 
ress, and refreshments were served 
afterwards. 

The speaker traced the efforts 
toward reconstruction after Ver- 
sailles, and paralleled the general 
western rise in prosperity with the 
wide inflation and economic dis- 
tress in Europe. He djscussed the 
international conferences at Brus- 
sels in 1920, Genoa in 1922 and the 
1926 conference, describing their 
efforts to restore European econo- 
mic stability, scale down war re- 
paration and reconstruct Germany. 

Dr. James showed the world- 
wide repercussions of the 1929 
financial crash in the States, fol- 
lowed by the recommendation of 
an international banking fund, the 
collapse of German banks, and 
England's withdrawl from the 
Gold Standard. He pointed out 
that from the early thirties the 
distrust and confusion in Europe 
and America precluded any hope 
of international financial co-opcra 
tion, and that the seeds of the 
second world conflict were then 
being sown. 

Questioned on the Marshall 
Plan. Dr. James slated that it was 
obviously the duty of the States 
and Canada to lead in financing 
European reconstruction, but he 
warned that this was purely an 
initial move. He asserted the pre 
vailing demoralization in Europe 
was no basis on which to build 
long-range financial agreements, 
that until Europe had regained 
security It could not embark on 
measures of world economy.

In his nightly broadcast over the Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, .«-ports commentator Larry O'Brien last night railed upon 
Canada's Olympic officials to choose McGill University as 
Canada's hockey representative in the coining Olympics as a re- 
sult of the Rcdmcn's smashing victory over the R.C.A.F. Olympic 
srpiad. 

Un warned that spoil fans throughout the Dominion, "the 
birthplace of hockey," will he most indignant if a "hopelessly un- 
fit" team is sent lo Switzerland after failing to impress the Canad- 
ian hockey world. 

McGill should Go 

O'Brien staled on the air that 
McGill University should he 
this nation in the Olympics- 
given the honor of represent ing 
"not only because this Univer- 
sity helped to develop Canada's 
national pastime, but also be- 
cause it stands right now as 
being one of the leading teams 
in the truly amateur field which 
complies with even the strictest 
Olympic rulings." 

The Redmcn represent a simon- 
pure amaleuristlc sports body, one 
which is associated with the birth 
of hockey. O'Brien said. "Their 
team, led by the able Dave Camp- 
bell, is presently leading the inter- 
collegiate league. After defeating 
Toronto Varsity in a regular sche- 
duled contest on Friday, the Rcd- 
mcn tackled the much-publicized 
Olympic R.C.A.F. squad the next 
night and walked off the ice with 
an overwhelming 7-0 victory. 

"McGill has proven Itself a top- 
notch contender this season. Frank- 
ly speaking, the Rcdmen have im- 
pressed me greatly. That's why I 
consider them worthy representa- 
tives of Canada overseas," O'Brien 
added. 



"Live" Music 
Prohibited at 
U of T Dances

As a result ofa ruling made re 
ccntly by the Musician's Protective 
Union, no more recorded music 
may be played at University of 
Toronto dances when 'live' music Is 
played. 

It had been a practice to play re 
corded music at a function where a 
hired band was present— presumab- 
ly during intermission periods. 

The director of a college revue, 
The U.C. Follies,' at Varsity saw 
the secretary-treasurer of the 
Musicians Protective Union, and 
mentioned that at the recent Follies 
show and dance he had employed 
four bands and a recording unit. 

The Union official pointed out 
that it was against union regula- 
tions to allow the four bands to 
play while 'canned' music was 
present. The section in question in 
the union rule book was read to 
Harvey Applebaum. the Follies di- 
rector, although he was told that 
another union regulation did not 
allow him to read It for himself. 

It was also stated that union 
men were liable to disciplinary ac- 
tion from the union If they played 
with accompanying 'canned' music. 



The Women's Union is holding 
its annual Christmas Dance tomor- 
row, December 17. In the Upper 
Gymnasium at R.V.C. Christmas 
trees and other holiday adorn- 
ments have been bought, and the 
decoration committee has put in a 
request for volunteers to help de- 
corate the gymnasium and its en- 
virons for Wednesday night. 

Tickets to the dance are still on 
sale at the Union Tuck Shop at 
ANA House and at R.V.C. and are 
available to all co-eds at $1.50. Stash 
Stanway's band will provide music 
for dancing between 8.30 p.m. and 
midnight. This is the only McGill 
event that is strictly "Sadie Haw- 
kins" and it was instituted several 
years ago by the executive of the 
Women's Union. 

A light "supper" will be served 
during the course of the evening, 
and the chairman of the Christmas 
Dance Committee has announced 
that music will continue through- 
out the evening with only a brief 
intermission.

The event will mark the premiere 
showing in Canada of two films, 
loaned to the Society, at Prof. Jean 
Launay's request, by the French 
Consulate General in Montreal. 
These are titled "Paris des Quatre 
Saisons" and "l'Art retrouve," & 
documentary on the treasures of 
art hidden from the Germans dur- 
ing the war and now back in Le 
Louvre. 

Two additional films have also 
been loaned by the French Consul 
— "Le Rhone," and "Le Jardin, de 
la France" (the province of Tou- 
raîne). The showing is expected to 
last a little over an hour, according 
to M. Rene de Chantai, president of 
the French Society, whose wish it 
is that graduates and undergradu- 
ates know that the presentation Is 
free, and open to McGill students 
as well as to their friends. 



Looking for New Team Anyway • 
The Canadian Amateur Hockey 
Asociation is reportedly searching 
for another team to represent the 
Dominion after the McGill blitzing 
of the Air Force team last Saturday 
in Ottawa. In this respect, O'Brien 
warned that it would not be fair 
to Canadian sport fans to send such 
an "unfit delegation" against the 
crack European and American ic« 
squads. 

"Sport fans in this country pride 
themselves on being second to none 
in the world when it comes to 
hockey. This sport was instituted in 
Canada with thé help of McGill 
University. The sports world as a 
whole expects the Dominion to be 
a top contender. Our sport officials 
now know otherwise, after seeing 
this selected Olympic team being 
torn to pieces by McGill's vastly 
superior Rcdmen," O'Brien em- 
phasized. 

National Sunrt 

To symbolize Canada's national 
pastime overseas, officials should 
promptly discard present plans of 
sending the Air Force bunch to 
Saint Moritz and. instead, choose 
McGill University "as a far more 
worthy and contending representa- 
tion," O'Brien concluded. 

This sportscast, prepared and an- 
nounced by Larry O'Brien (also a 
well-known newspaperman), was 
heard last night at 8.25 p.m. over 
Station CBM. ' 

According to press scribes. It 
wasn't so much the scorer that mat- 
tered but how badly the Air Force 
team looked In losing. Competent 
hockey observers who saw the 
game were unanimous in declaring 
that the Air Force side could not 
possibly represent Canada at the 
Olympics and added further that 
as the team is presently constitut- 
ed, it would mean complete re- 
placement if the Dominion is to 
be adequately represented at the 
overseas games. Air Force officials, 
looking non-plussed after the game, 
submitted that the Air Force team 
could not go to the Games. Coach 
Dave Campbell's comments to Lar- 
ry O'Briens broadcast were reserv- 
ed but he said that his squad gave 
a very good account of themselves 
in outclassing the R.C.A.F. team. 
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EXCHANGE STUDENT PLAN

r Few students on the campus realize the far- 
reaching importance potent in the International 
Scholarship's Committee of NFC US which has 
Jjeen recently taken over by McGill. The ultim- 
ate objective, for which plans arc now under- 
way, is a wide scheme of exchange student 
echolarships between European, American and 
Canadian Universities. 

The enthusiastic support of all interested 
etudents is essential to the success of this ven- 
ture. The urgent need at this time for youth 
of all countries— especially students— to meet, 
and learn to know and understand each other, 
each other's country and each other's way of 
life has been stressed many times recently by all 
thinking people— Mrs. Roosevelt, The Hon., 
Vincent Masscy, Professor Klinobcrg, to men- 
tion just a few. International Scholarships 
Committee of NFCUS hopes to attain as quickly 
as possible a practical method whereby this can 
be facilitated. 

Exchange Student Scholarships, both for 
Undergraduate and graduate work, of one year's 
duration at the minimum would be the ideal 
method of obtaining an all-round picture of the 
country and the people involved, as well as add- 
ing inestimably to the student's course of study. 
However, a less ambitious scheme would be the 
organization of many more student trips to all 
parts of Europe— such as the McGill Group's 
journey to Yugoslavia this summer but spon- 
sored by Canadian universities and student 
organizations. 

The number of scholarships available at 
present for Canadian students wanting to study 
abroad, or European students desiring to study 
in Canada, are pitifully few. and yet, only six 
months ago McGill was forced to turn down an 
offer of twenty-four scholarships for Canadian 



an ex- 



students to study in Switzerland on 
change basis because of lack of funds. 

It is felt that one way to meet the financial 
expenditure involved in such a scheme would be 
for Canadian students wishing to study abroad 
to offer room, board, and pocket money in their 
homes for a European student in return for the 
same arrangements being made for them in the 
European student's family. If this wns accom 
plished the universities concerned would be far 
more willing to offer tuition to both Etudents 
than if the entire cost of living, as well as 
tuition were up to them. Cost of transportation 
might be met with assistance from various 
organizations and, in nny case, the enterprising 
student should be able to find some way of 
earning his passage. 

Letters have been sent from the International 
Scholarships Committee to over twety differ 
cnt European Universities to inquire about their 
existing scholarshipjs and to see what, further 
arrangements can be made. All Cnnadian Uni 
versifies are likewise being contacted. It is 
hoped that students on every Canadian campus 
will show their enthusiasm and support for such 
a scheme and will form the vanguard of many 
journeys for peace in an effort to prevent the 
necessity of any future journeys for wnr. 

If wc arc truly sincere about democratic way 
of life as wc live it on the North American con- 
tinent then, surely, wc should do all in our power 
to demonstrate it to those, who have never ex 
perienccd it and therefore do not understand its 
workings. 

And, if we ran ever dare to hope to live in 
harmony in a world order composed of many 
different ways of life, then it is vitally neces- 
sary to understand at first hand ways other 
than our own.

benefit of a well-founded doubt. 

Referring to the more flagrantly 
false portions of the reprinted edi- 
torial concerning the atom bomb 
and the U.N.O. permit me to quote 
from a Letter to the Editor printed 
In the Sheaf of Friday, October 28: 

"Mr. Keyserllngk merely »aid that 
continental Europeans, do not re- 
gard the atom bomb a* a formidable 
and decisive weapon as most North 
Americans do. The reason* for 
their attitude are that they have 
experienced *o much misery and 
destruction, that their cities have 
been so completely demolished by 
the two thousand pounders and 
other beauties In bomb shape, that 
they think of any other bomb, no 
matter how powerful it could be, 
only a* an enlarged and revised edi- 
tion of what they have sadly 
known." 

From still another letter in the 
tame issue of the Sheaf: "I failed 
to see in his (Keyserlingk'a) address 
where he sloughed off the United 
Nations and the Atomic Bomb a* 
Inconsequential. Rather, 1 believe 
be Indicated that a* It stood, the 
U.N. was Ineffective, and rather 
than wait for it to cure the world'* 
1115, the Marshall Plan 1* a step to 
preserve the bargaining power* of 
. the Western World. If the plan 
Were to fall through, it Is probable 
that Russia will have sufficient in- 
fluence to swing all the nation* of 
Europe to Communism. Wouldn't It 
appear that the Western Power* 
would then have less effect in the 
P.N.t w 

' These quotations I believe suffi- 
cient to show the bias of the edi- 
torial, but It was further no^ed that 
the editorialist did not deal with 
Mr. Keyserllngk'* report of the poll- 
Heal situation in France, Italy and 
Spain, his opinion on the Import- 



ance of Canada's role in the world 
of today, and the importance of 
feeding the countries on the free 
side of the Iron Curtain to prevent 
the spread of Communism. 

As one of the letter-writer* points 
out, to present his views as poppy- 
cock is unfair unless hi* complete 
text were also printed for the 
benefit of readers. The editorialist 
in question failed to oppose Mr. 
Keyserllngk's views at the meeting 
but preferred to launch his attack 
from the less vulnerable position of 
his editorial desk. 

This is an error into which you 
also have fallen and your self-styled 
impartiality and expression of stu- 
dent opinion can only be demon- 
strated by presenting the true as 
well as the distorted picture of the 
case.

Anti-Semitism; Its Implications

It is less than three years since a 
war against Fascism ended. The 
Image of our dead is still very vivid 
and real in the minds of many of 
Us. The ideals for which they gave 
their lives— the destruction of Fas- 
cism, political and economic demo- 
cracy, tolerance and equality among 
mankind, the eradication of racism 
—any one of these ideals could be 
made the best monument to our 
war heroes by putting them into 
practice. 

On November 11th parades and 
iervices were held for our war 
heroes. Mothers and fathers, sons 
and daughters, widows and friends 
wept as they deposited flowers and

prayed to the memory of their de- 
parted. Included among these were 
many Jews. Many of them wept, no 
doubt because they' felt that the 
ideals for which our war heroes 
fought and died had been betrayed. 

Fascism and its spearhead, anti- 
Scmetism, are still very much alive 
today. Franco Spain is being 
strengthened by American help and 
war material. Other Fascist govern- 
ments are being foisted upon the 
people (like chewing gum) by the 
same shameful methods, in almost 
every corner of the earth. 

The British Government's, espe- 
cially Foreign Minister Bevin*s, 
open war upon the .lews of Pales- 
tine and the horrors of their depor- 
tation to German concentration 
camps is not born of love for the 
.lews. Hitler murdered the Jews, 
but the oil thirsty British and 
American expansionists won't let 
them live. No serious action has 
been taken against anti-Semitic de- 
monstrations such as those which 
occurred in Britain last summer 
when Jewish shop windows were 
broken by bricks taken from houses 
demolished by Hitler's bombs. More 
recently the Fascist Party has been 
revived under the leadership of Sir 
Oswald Mosley, Hitler's grejt 
friend, and no serious step has been 
taken to outlaw the movement, ex- 
cept for a resolution passed by the 
Southport Labor Congress conven- 
tion. The Communists who tried to 
disrupt Mosley's meeting were dis- 
persed and some of them arrested 
by the police, who arc always on 
hand to maintain "law and order." 

In Toronto, last summer, a man 
was shot in his home by a youth 
who shouted ' YOU JEW". Two 
days before the incident a ham 
bone had been thrown through his 
front door window, and his son had 
often been beaten up in the streets 
and called a "dirty little Jew, little 
Christ killer," by other children. A 
few months ago, in Montreal, hood- 
lums drove unmolested by the pol- 
ice through a Jewish district, with 
placards showing "a Jew" with a 
rope around his neck. 

On November 9th — two days 
before we honour our war heroes 
and then forget what they have 
died for— Adrien Arcand revived 
the Canadian Unity (Fascist) Party, 
and "proved" to his barricaded au- 
dience that the Jews were rcspon- 
tible for all the trouble in the 
world! He was not molested by 
Duplessis' "anti-subversive" squad, 
the later was busy scaring away 
people who are struggling to win 
a living wage and wanted to attend 
a CIO. meeting. Far from being 
molested, these "GOOSE - STEP- 
PERS" had as guest speakers such 
•prominent" men as Mayor Camil- 
lien Houde, the provincial Secre- 
tary who is one of the leading min- 
msters in Duplessis' cabinet, Omcr 
Cote, as well as Jacques 'Auger, 
who broadcasts every Sunday night 
for "LUnion Nationale"! Speaking 
in the name of Duplessis, Union 
Nationale big-wig Cote is said to 
have declared to his large audience 
of Italian-Canadians that "once 
more Italy ajid the Italians (Fas- 
cists) are in the front line battle 
against Communism!! (Mr. Cote has 
just left for a seven-week tour of 
Europe. One of the countries he 
will visit will be Italy. Since he 
is not concerned with Provincial 
business, the assumption in political 
circles is that Cote is making the 
junket to establish contacts with 
reactionary European countries. 

The speakers had one common 
theme — "Ihc fight against Judaeo- 
Masonic-Bolshcvik". 

(Did Hitler really get out of 
Berlin?) 

In the U.S.A. the "un-American" 
committee is known to call a Com- 
munist any one who fights anti- 
Semitism. Under this protection the 
"KLU KLUXERS" and their hench- 
men, especially those who give 
them financial support, have been 
able to intensify their venomous 
propaganda and terrorist actions, 
not only against the Jews but also 
against Catholics, Negroes and 
other minorities. Following the 
Fuehrer's footsteps they also mas- 
querade as the saviour of the world 
against Communism! I 1

Anti-Semitism may also be said 
to exist under various subtle forms 
in our institutions of higher learn- 
ing. Jewish students often have to 
go through many "Gentlemen's 
agreements" or "Silken curtains" 
before being accepted to 'restrict- 
ed" faculties such as medicine. We 
also often hear complaints that not 
only anti-Semitism but other kind 
of Racism is practiced in our "frat- 
ernities." 

For many centuries, under vary- 
ing social systems— prc-fcudal, 
feudal and capitalist— the ruling 
.-lass have used anti-Semitism as 
î means of maintaining their power. 
They have caused their auxiliaries 
in their cultural institutions— relig- 
ious and secular— to stamp upon the 
consciousness of millions vile ima- 
ges and hateful symbols of the 
Jew. A proper name becomes a 
common noun and the word "shy- 
lock" spreads its venom from lip 
to lip and is formally defined in 
the best dictionaries. The noun 
"Jew" becomes a verb, but with a 
difference: while "to Canadianize" 
means "to make Canadian, to An- 
glicize" means "to make English", 
the verb "to Jew" has been made 
to mean — as the language of the 
gutter and even dictionary will tes- 
tify — something else than to 
make Jewish. 

To be democratic is to include 
the fight against anti-Semitism as 
part of the defence against reaction. 
The arenas of struggle arc political, 
social and cultural. In the political 
field we see that the fight to outlaw 
anti-Semitism as well as the 
preaching of racial hatred has been 
very weak. Under the cry of "free- 
dom of speech," its propagandists 
are working harder than ever be- 
fore and are seldom disturbed by 
those who are paid to maintain 
"law and order." If we have lagged 
on the political front, the cultural 
lag is still greater and is a contri- 
buting factor to the political lag. 

It is time that progressive cul- 
tural workers proclaim with new 
vigor the degeneracy not only of 
anti-Semitism, but also the indif- 
ference to anti-Semitic demonstra- 
tions. In 1916, Maxim Gorky, a 
great Russian writer, wrote: "The 
Jew of today is dear to me, and I 
feel myself guilty before him, for 
I am one of those who tolerate the 
oppression of the Jewish nation — " 
Gorky's feeling of guilt can be an 
arousing lesson. Yet. Korky had de- 
nounced anti-Semitism on several 
occasions and had no real reason to 
feel guilty. However, his confession 
stirred others to aclion. This was in 
Czarisl's time and Hitler was still 
a corporal. 

In 1936, when a reactionary Polish 
Government was encouraging the 
anti-Semites, Romain Rolland, a 
noted French writer, sent a letter to 
a Warsaw magazine. "I really regret 
that I am not a Jew," he wrote, 
"for I am ashamed of my brother 
Christians." The Nazi had not yet 
annihilated 6,000,000 Jews. 

Romain Holland's words are much 
too mild to express any decent 
French-Canadian's feelings tow- 
ards Arcand and Duplessis who is 
using his good office to allow the 
existence of Fascist Groups in this 
Province as well as the publication 
of anti-Semite Newspapers such as 
"Lc Goglue" which might as well 
be edited by Heir Goebbels. Those 
of us who remember Duplcssis's 
1939-4Ô anti-war campaign and the 
way he prostituted French-Cana- 
dians' anti-Imperialistic War feel- 
ings for election purposes, can see 
that he had another idea in mind — 
stop the fight against Fascism. To- 
day it is apparent that he is trying 
to revive what he never wanted us 
Vets to destroy — Fascism." His 
statement to newspapermen, last 
week, that he will fight Fascism 
can be taken for what it is worth- 
to be polite, with a grain of salt. 
Especially when one of his leading 
ministers is present at the "Birth 
of the Fascist Party". The fight 
against Fascism and anti-Semitism 



must and will be carried by the 
people of Quebec, because it is al- 
ways the people who suffer the 
most under Fascism. It Is also true 
that they also suffer the most un- 
der the Duplessis Regime! Anti- 
Semitism must be exposed for what 
it is— a subtle form of cannibalism! 

We must let loose the tide of 
song, poem, story film and dance 
that will Inundate the evil image 
of anti-Semitism. At present too 
little of this work is being done, 
and nearly all of it is done by the 
Jewish people themselves. We must 
find the name, the image, the word 
that will work fascination upon the 
minds of millions and move through 
history until it too becomes a word 
in Ihc dictionary, spelled without 
a capital letter that will rival and 
replace the malign noun of "shy- 
lock" and the malevolent verb "to 
Jew", rival and replace them on 
the page and in the hearts of mil- 
lions of Canadians and misinform- 
ed people the world over. 

What is at stake is not only the 
survival of the Jewish people, but 
the survival of Democracy itself. 
They will live or die together. We 
have no choice in the malier. We 
stand for life!

Political Activity 

It is noticed that, besides provid- 
ing a training ground for the pro- 
fessions, most Canadian universi- 
ties also provide, through the ef- 
forts of the students themselves, 
opportunities of preparation for ef- 
fective participation in the nation's 
political affairs. A general picture 
of conditions on sample campi 
throughout the Dominion follows: 

On Ihc University of Toronto 
campus, four political parties arc 
represented. Their code and pur- 
pose as legitimate clubs is to fa- 
miliarize members with the policy 
and aims set forth by them and to 
allow for free thought and expres- 
sion, arranging for guest speakers, 
and debating in the Mock Parlia- 
ment. The parties represented arc 
the Liberals, the Labor Progres- 
sive, the Progressive Conserva- 
tives, and the C.C.F. 

Prominent political figures in all 
of the parties have spoken before 
student audiences at the University 
of Toronto, discussing some of the 
major issue.» of the day. 
•Mock Parliaments take place and 
the various political parties are 
given an opportunity to present 
their policies along lines of parlia- 
mentary procedure. At the last 
session Ihc C.C.F. was the govern- 
ment, and the official opposition 
was the Liberal party. 

At the University of New Itruns- 
wlek. there is much political activ- 
ity but no organized political clubs. 
It is felt that in a city the size of 
Frcdericlon, the formation of poli- 
tical clubs on the campus would be 
deterrent to the effective combina- 
tion of university and city clubs. 

That there - are active political 
groups, though unorganized, was 
evident in the recent York-Sun- 
bury by-election. All parlies used 
many students as speakers and or- 
ganizers. It is estimated that about 
29 per cent of the student body 
have Socialist leanings while the 
remainder is unevenly divided to- 
wards the Liberal party standards. 

A Mock Parliament is being, or- 
ganized and will begin to function 
after the holiday season. 

At Acadia University, in Wolf- 
ville. N.S., no political clubs arc 
existent. There is no restriction on 
them, but none have been formed. 

At the Mount Allison University. 
Sackvillc. N.B.. the International 
Relations Club is the only organi- 



zation that deals with politics at 
present. However, a movement is 
under foot by which it is hoped a 
Student Open Forum will soon be 
organized and a Mock Parliament 
such as that of other Universities 
will come into being. 

The University of Manitoba 
boasts, besides regular party clubs, 
an all-embracing Politics Club, 
non-partisan in nature, and very 
popular in student appeal. The 
club has set up a committee in- 
cluding chairmen of political party 
organizations in the university. 
The purpose of this committee is 
to sponsor forums at which spokes- 
men" of the various national part- 
ies could present their political 
creeds, eliminating, in this way. 
some of the narrow partisanship 
which marred such forums on pre- 
vious occasions. 

The Politics Club recently dele- 
gated four members to represent 
the University of Manitoba at the 
Northwest Regional Conference of 
the International Relations Club, 
held at Vancouver, B.C. 

There arc two Mock Parliaments 
on the campus, one at Junior Divi- 
sion,' and one at Senior. Control in 
the Senior Mock Parliament has 
fluctuated between the Liberals 
and Ihc Socialists. At Junior Divi- 
sion, the Socialists held power for 
six sessions, passed bills concern- 
ing the raising of old age pensions, 
the establishment of a national 
health plan, and was defeated on 
the issue of the formation of an 
economic, cultural, social and mo- 
netary union of the nations of the 
world. 

At the University of Montreal 
there is no Political Club, but 
there is a Comité des Relations 
Internationales. The activities of 
this club consist of assemblies and 
of supper-discussions, the purpose 
of (he group being to give its mem- 
bers a review of social and political 
situations and to enlarge their cul- 
tural level. 

The Sir George Williams College 
in Montreal has two political clubs, 
one for the day division and one for 
the evening. Meetings arc held 
every two weeks, at which political 
problems arc discussed or inter- 
collegiate debates held. Students 
attending meetings represent all 
political parties and give talks for 
their respective parties. There arc 
about 60 members in each of the 
I two clubs.
